Meeting at Sugar City Held
Yesterday Afternoon Un-
der Auspices of State
Committee Was Success
in Every Way.

NIGHT EVENT AT
THE BUTTE CITY

Candidates at Both Meet-
ings Discussed the Issues
of the Campaign in a
Clear, Logical and Force-
ful Way.

TIk Republican rallies at Glendale
and Tempe yesterday and last night
were duplications, in point of size of
audiences gathered and enthusiasm
displayed of the great rally held at
Mesa Wednesday afternoon and even-
ing. Residents of the towns and far-
mers from the nearby ranches at-
tended in force and grave marked at-
tention to the utterances of the speak-
ers. Tliat the utterances pleased was
evidenced by the generous applause
which greeted the many telling; points
made.

As at Mesa, all the candidates on
state, congressional and county tickets
were present at Glendale, and at
Tempo, and to hear and greet them a
holiday was declared in each place
and in the countryside around.

Judge Wells, republican candidate
for governor, made a particularly ef
fective sieech, taking for his text the
enabling act and its provisions.

To perhaps the great majority of the
voters and others of Arizona the en-
abling act has been looked upon as a
more or less perfunctory measure
calculated to enable the people of the
state to hold a convention at which
to formulate a constitution, but it did
much more than that, and how much
more and of what great value to the
state that measure was Judge "Wells
mude plain yesterday to those who
heard him.

One of the provisions of the enab-
ling act was that 8,000,000 acres of
the public domain should be donated
to the new state and the proceeds
from the sale thereof devoted to the
upbuilding and maintenance of the
public schools, thus assuring Arizona
of a public school system second to
none in the American union. In addi
tion to the S.000,000 acres donated for
public school purposes. 2,000.000 acres
were donated for other educational
and for charitable purposes, making a
total of 10,000,000 acres, the largest
gift of land ever made by the general
government to any state.

That Arizona had been thus favored
Judge Wells attributed to the tireless
energy of Ralph H. Cameron, through
whose zeal the enabling act was
passed in spite of the opposition from
within and without the territory, and
in spite of the fact that he had no
vote in congress.

But Mr. Cameron did more than se-

cure this enormous grant of lands, and
Judge Wells called the particular at-
tention of Maricopa county people
present to what he was about to say
because It interested them materially

While the enabling act was upon its
passage through congress, Mr. Cam-
eron insisted that the general govern-
ment assume the bonded indebtedness
of several counties in Arizona, notably
Coconino county, which owed, principal
and interest. J318.000; Pima county.
5C86.000; Tavapai county, ..677,000.
and Maricopa county. 5563,000 a total
of J2.244.000, all falling due in 1912.

Mr. Cameron's suggestion was deem-
ed preposterous by the committee.
Tliat the general government should
assume the indebtedness of three or
four counties in a state about to be
admitted into the union was out of the
question. Mr. Cameron, however, was
insistent, and finally prevailed upon
congress, if it could not appropriate
the money, to donate to those coun-
ties lands, the proceeds of the sales of
which would pay the debt, and 1,000,-00- 0

acres more wereg ranted the new
state. Attached to this latter gift was
a proviso that if the proceeds of the

.sale of those lands should be more
than enough to meet the redemption
of the outstanding bonds, the surplus
instead of reverting to the general
government, should be placed In the
school fund of the new state.

"Ton will see, therefore, said Judge
Wells in concluding that itortion of his
speech, "that the enabling act was
more than a mere authorization of the
framing and adoption of a constitu
tion. Thanks to the foresight and en-

ergy and ability of Ralph Cameron.
Arizona, through the enabling act. not
only got a constitution and the right
of but she got the
largest donation of land ever made by
the general government to a new state,
and the taxpayers of the state, but
particularly of Coconino, Pima. Yava-
pai and Maricopa counties were re-

lieved of a great burden of debt."
Were it not for the relief afforded

through the action of Ralph Cameron,"
he continued, "the taxpayers of Mari-

copa county would be facing a de-

mand next year for the payment of
more .than half a million of dollars.

Fiendish Dentist Will Probably Know
His Fate by End of Today.

SAX BERNARDINO. Nov. 23. Dr.
Arthur W. McDavit. the dentist who
is charged with the abduction of Jes
sie McDonald, a school girl, took the
stand in his own defense and the evi
uence oi me entire case win ne m
and the case will probably go to the
jury by tomorrow noon. The defend-
ant will know his fate by tomorrow
night. Mrs. McDavit was called to the
stand and testified that she raised
most of the money for the defense of
her husband, but admitted that anoth
er woman, who she said was the moth
er of Mrs. Davit's children also contrib-
uted to the fund. McDavit's call to
the stand was much of a surprise to
the big court room crowd. His testi-
mony was brief and closed the case.
"I am innocent of the crime charged
in the complaint." he testified. "Most
of what she said is true, but she was
willing. Not once, however, after July
did I commit the crime with which
I am charged."

Because of a change in the criminal
law of the state, it was necessary for
the prosecution to prove McDavit guit-t-v

of the crime charged against him
since July 1. 1911. During the day it
developed that the mysterious "Bill"
mentioned by the girl yesterday was
William A. Kaefer. a bartender friend
of McDavit. who was subpoenaed as a
witness, but was not called to the
stand.

JURY BOX FILLED

However Many of the Men Are Sure
to Go Out By Peremptory

LOS AXGELES, Xov. 23 The ra

jury took appreciable form
tonight and spread over the jur box
from the end where Juror Robert
Bain has sat for over seven weeks
with little company. Twelve men
were In the box at the close of court
today. Five of these are sworn Jurors
Of the seven others the defense is
sure to excuse four tomorrow. Un
less It changes its mind, the state
will not excuse any. and this means
eight sworn jurors in the box. This
is not ouite two-thir- ds of the num-
ber to be sworn, as the state is to in
sist upon its legal rights and swear
in fourteen, two to be used as emer
gency jurors, so If possible to avoid
a mistrial. The defense Is not sat
isfied with any of the men now in
the box, but to use seven peremptory
challenges tomorrow would leave but
fcur more, and Attorney Darrow be
lieves h can get along with four and
save the challenges for others who
may be still more objectionable than
those in the box.

ROCKEFELLER

STRIKES BACK

Oil Magnate Declares That
Charges Made by Merritt
Brothers Were Repudiat-
ed by Them Sixteen Years
Ago.

GIVES OUT A
PAPER

It Would be Absurd, Says
Mr. Rockefeller, to Try a
Case Through Newspa
pers in Which he Has
Testified.

SIGNED

NEW YORK, Nov. 23. John n,

Rockefeller, in a statement given out
tonight, replied to charges made by
Merritt brothers before the Stanley
steel investigating committee regard-

ing methods used by Rockefeller in ob
taining- control of the Mesaba ore
mines and the Duluth, Mesaba and
Northern railroad, and pointing out
that these charges were denied under
oath as long ago as 1S95 in litigation
over the Lake Superior Consolidated
lion mines.

He submits the text of a paper dated
January 22, 1897. to which are attached
the names of Alfred and Leonidas Mer-

ritt. and "all other members of the
family," declaring themselves satisfied
that neither Rockefeller nor his agents
committed fraud or made misrepre- -
sentatijns in the matter in question.
Rockefeller sets forth what he says are
'facts with regard to the loans," to

which the Merritts testified, and denies
the- loans In question were "ever called
in by him." The statement, which was
issued from No. 26 Broadway, follows- -

In the matter of the evidence of
Merritt brothers before the Stanley
committee in Washington, D. C, re-

flecting upon Mr. Rockefeller, In con
nection with some ore and railroad
properties on the Mesaba range, Mr.
Rockefeller authorizes the following
statement:

Referring to testimony of Merritt
brothers before the Stanley committee,
in which they charged fraud and mis-
representation by Mr. Rockefeller and
Mr. Gates In connection with the Lake
Superior Consolidated iron mines and
that they were deprived of their inter
est In that company by means of a
loan made to them by Rockefeller of
4420.000, which he called during the
panic of 1893, all of which statements
wore denied under oath in the United
States courts during litigation In 1S9.",

it would be absurd to try in the news-
papers at this late date the issues in-

volved in that case. But It is signifi
cant that upon the settlement which
was made at the close of that litiga
tion, both Alfred and Leonidas Merritt,
the two who testified before the Stan-
ley committee, together with all other
members of he family, gave Rockefeller
the following papers:

"Certain matters of difference have
existed between the undersigned and
John D. Rockefeller regarding court
litigation, which has been pending be
tween Alfred Merritt and Rqckcfellor,
In which it was claimed certain mis
representations were made by Rocke
feller and those acting for him con
cerning the properties sold by him to
the Lake Superior Consolidated iron
mines. It is hereby declared that from
recent independent investigations made
by us or under our direction we have
become satisfied that no misrepresen
tatlons were made or fraud committed
by Rockefeller, his agents or attorneys
upon sale by him of any property to
us, or to any of ijs, or to the Lake
Superior Consolidated iron mines.

"Nor was any misrepresentation
made upon purchase by him from one
or more of us of anv stocks, interests
n any mining or railway, company or

companies, or upon pledge by us, or
either of us to him of stocks and secur
Itles belonging to one or more of us,
and we hereby withdraw all such
charges and claims and exonerate
Rockefeller, his agents and attorneys
therefrom.

GOVERNMENT CHARGES

REAL WHIPSAW GAME

Says Sheftels Company Charged a
Commission For Buying Stock

Owned by Itself.

NEW YORK, Nov. 23 An attempt
by the government to prove that B.
II. Seheftels and company had an
option on all the Rawhide Coalition
stock issued and was thus able to
charge customers whatever it pleased.
Interrupted the taking of testimony in
the trial of Seheftels, George Graham
Rice, and other members of the firm
for alleged misuse of the mails.

Also that the Seheftels
company represented to customers
that they had no interest in Rawhide
Coalition and bought it on an open
market, and that in addition to charg-
ing their own price they also charged
a commission for buying what they
themselves had to sell."
